FUNERAL OF PRINCE AHMED 

KAMBL. 

The faneral of the late Prince Ahmed Kamel 
was largely attended, the Pont Limoun station 
and its neighboorhood being crowded with 
mourners avd sympathisers with the relatives 
of the deceased. T. H. Princes Mohsmed Aly, 
Hnssein Kame!, Said Halim, Ahmed Fouad, 
Omar and Djemil Tonssoun, Abbas Halim, 
Kamel Fezi', Aziz Hassan Kameled Din, and 
Ali Fazil, among other members of the Khedi- 
vial family, Mustapha Pasha Febmy and the 
Ministers, the Governor of Cairo, repre- 
sentatives of the Army ef Oocoupation and 
the Diplomatic Corps, Mansfield Pasha, Ahmed 
Jellal ed Din Pasha, and many o'her dis- 
tivgeished members of native and E:ropean 
Society were there. ‘The coffin, which bore on 
it the uniform and decorations of the Prinve, 
was catried On & guo carriage drawn by six 
horses and escorted by a guard of infantrymen 
of the 3rd and 4th Battalions, artillerymen and 
sailore, with mcanted and foot police. The 
troops marched with arma reversed, preceded 
and followed by military bands and pipers, to 
the family burying-place at Sidi Makari, near 
the Citadel, whore the deceased had daring 
his life-time prepared a sumptuous family 
vault. 

The lata Prince Ahmed Kamel was the son 
of H.H. Prisce Ahmed Rifaat Pasha, who met 
bis death in the strange accident at Kafr 
Zsystin the’fifties when a special train contain- 
ing & pumbsr of members of the Khedivial 
family ran over the swing bridge before the 
ends had been closed and locked, and fell 
into the Nile. 

SSA RE 
PRINCESS TOUSSOUN FINED. 

Princess Tonssoun, widow of the late Prince 
Said Paths Toussoun, of Kent terrace, Regent’s 
Park, was sommoned at Marylebone last week 
on a charge of assaulting Cecilia Jacobsson, 
her late cook. 

The complainant said she had a dispute 
with the Privoess a‘ out a valoable Pomeranian 
dog, and was accused of stealing it. The 
Princess struck her eéveral times, paxhed her 
down the corridor to the pantry, at the same 
‘ime thsking ber. Dr. Powell, who lived in the 
bonee, intervened, and a policeman was sent 
for. 'be Princess swore. In the end the Princess 
( ffered her £2 in settlement, bat she refased to 
accept less than £5, her wages for two months 

Giving evidence on her own behalf, the 
Princess denied accasi.g the complainant of 
atealing the dog. The complainant became 
very exvitable, and refased to go to her room, 
wherenpon witness pusbei ber. She denied 
striking her, and only used sufficient force to 
get the cook ont of the kitchen.

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NO HOPE OF ACCELERATION. 


As our readera are aware, the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce recently approached Lord 
Ogower with reference te the acceleration of 
the Brindisi mail, suggesting the adoption 
of the overland ronte vid Alexandria and 
Saez. Lord Cromer promised to place tha 
matter before thé’ home acthorities, bat held 
ont little hope of the adoption of the ang. 
gestiov. His lordship has now replied to the 
Chamber of Commerce stating that he has 
“received a despatch from Sir Eiward Grey, 
enclosing copy of a letter from the General 
Post Office, atating that when the arrange- 
ments for the Eastern mail service were under 
discussion not long ago, the qnestion of the 
Egyptian land-route was folly examined in all 


its aepscte, with the resalt that it was de-} 


cided not to adopt it, and that there has 
since been no change which wonld render 
necessary avy reconsideration of the matter. 
The invitation for tenders issned last year by 
the Postmaster General was, therefore, re- 
stricted to the Canal roate, and the offers 
received for a service by that roate are now 
ander discussion.” : 

In acknowledging receipt of Lord Cromer’s 
letter, Mr. H. P. Kingham, president of the 
Chamber, regrets to note that there is no 
immediate prospect of reconsideration of the 
question of the Egyptian land-route in con- 
nection with the Eastern mail servios. Although 
their eff»rts have been unavailing, his com- 
mittee are very grateful to Lord Cromer for 
having taken an interest in the matter. 


SINAI. 


Some statements have appeared in the na- 


tive press to the effect that the territory of 


Sinai has been annexed to the Sudan and 
therefore will be under British protection. This 
is erroneous, and appears to be due to the fact 
that Sinai is being administered by the Egypt- 
ian War Office. 


FEIZI PASHA WANTING FUNDS. 


The Constantinople correspondent of the 
‘Journal da Caire” states that Feizi Pashs, 
who isin command of the forces in Yemen, 
has threatened to resign anless the 10 batta- 
lions which he asked for 8 months ago are 


sent him, The Saltan has accordingly ordered 


the Treasury to find £T. 59,000 within a fort- 
night to pay the expenses of the reinforcements, 
but on!y half of this sam has been found, and 
a conflict has arisen between the Ministry of 
War and the Ministry of Finanoa.

To say there is not a dull moment in 
Catalani’s “Loreley” is not to bestow anstinted 
praise. Certainly it is a fice work and a grand 
one, bat woald be still grander if it were 
expounded in the same sense of stern simpli- 
ety as thatin which itis conceived. There is 
ana bsence of repose anda tendency towards 
over-Orchsstration (particularly in the first act) 
which, however stirring, comes at time- 
perilously near the undignified. With all this 
there are fow digressions from the geveral 
scheme, which consequently presents no d fh 
culties in being followed even at a first hearing. 
The wiles of the ‘“Loreley” are of course too 
famoxsly portrayed by Heine for us to attem>t, 
or indeed require, to expatiate thereon. Bat 
the opere, apparently, shows os the origin of 
the legend : how the maiden Loreley is betray- 
ed by one Walter, Sire of the Ober- Wesel ; how, 
on her having been transformed into a nymph, 
she frastrates his marriage to Anna “Vou 
Rehberg ; and how she finally lores him to his 
death. Ali these incidents, each a tragedy in 
itself, were brought home, both by composer 
and exponents, with considerable fervenoy and 
power. In the first scene there is a frenzied 


passage between Loreley and Walter, taken | 


respectively by Sigoa. Grisi and Sig. Marcolip, 
and tsken, too, very vigorously and convio- 
gingly. Then comes the metamorphosis, when 
Loreley as nymph is installed on her deathly 
rock,‘‘atove wonderfully there,” as Mark Twain 
renders it. ‘The scene is not remarkable for 


lecidity or attraction and we pass on to Act 


IL, which to a great extent is choral ; but it 
contsins several admirable romances, some of 
which were beantifally rendered by Signs.

A MEMORIAL PAGE TO ITS FIFTY 
YEARS’ JUBILEE, 


STATE OF PERSIA.

QUESTION IN . PARLIAMENT. 


On the 20th Febroary, 1907, tha Nord- 
deutscher Lloyd at Sremen looks back apon a 
esreer of 50 years. Its evolution is in the 
closest way bound up with the grow:h of Ger- 
many, with the increase of German industry, 
with the progre s of technical art in the con 
straction of vessels and machines. It has trans- 
formed the whole world’s steamship inter- 
course, and has knit the four corners of the 
world intoa close unity. Never-ceasing ioter- 
change of raw materials and products. of inu- 
dostry coapled with the continual passing to 
and fro of immense numbers of passengers 
have created a new condition ot life. 

From small beginnings—one line, of three 
steamers Only, to Eogland, and one to New 
York—the Norddeutscher Lloyd has never 
ceased to increase and develop. Fifteen rega- 
lar Transatlantic lines with tweaty branch lines 
have organised the necessary commanications, 
and in addition to this lines between non- 
German countries have ministerei in a great 
measure to the commercial needs of territories 
stil in an undeveloped stage. ‘I'he Nord 
deutscher Ligyd’s flag is hoisted on 192 steam- 
ers ; 417,000,000 marks have poured ino 
the ceffers of ship-bailders from the N. D. L; 
6 500,000 passengers have, iu the 50 yeare 
of its existence, placeditatthe head ct al: 
passenger companies. More than 500.00 tra- 
vellers patronised this company io the year 
1905 ; more than 23,000,000 marks a year 
flow in upon the coal mines through the Nord. 
deutecher Lioyd; more than 14,000,000 marks 
yearly are spent on its ships for consumption; 
more than 2,000 agencies, dispersed all over 
the world, fly the flag of the “Lloyd,” 

’ These are proad nambers to be able to set 
before the world. In the evolution of the Lloyd” 
there are three clearly distinguished epocb-, 
Daring the first 20 years, the opening up cf 
traffic with America stands in the fore-rank. 
I'he second period, under the managership o: 
J. @. Lohmann, gces from 1877 to his death in 
1892. ‘T'o thia period belongs the creation of 
lines of steamers for the Imperial postal service 
to Eastern Asia and Australia, and the instito- 
tion of a series of high-speed steamers to New 
York. This was something quite new and pnt 
the N.D.L. into the highest rank for passenger 
traffic. 

The third great epoch is the present one. It 
begins by the takiug over of the management of 
the Lloyd by the director-general, Dr. Wiegand, 
in 1892, and may look back apon extraordidary 
snccesses. luto this period falls the complete 
transformation, according to modern principles, 
of the Lioyd’s fleet, which has grown tobe 
typical of present-day navigation. From 210,000 
tons, at tha moment of Lohmanon’s deatb,: the 
siz of the Lloyd’. flset has increased antil pow 
it contains 700,000 tons. 

Hand in hand with the refirmation of the 
Lloyd's flaet, daring the last period of its 
history, there went the completion of its diffar- 
ent lines ; the doubling of the Imperial postai 
service ; the development of the net of lines 
to Eastern Asia and the South Sea by addi- 
tional lines ; the creation of new commanica- 
tions from Bremen to Central America and 
the southern parts of North America ; the 
jinction of Japan and Australia : these ara the 
chief facts which make koowa the increase of 
the sea traffis of the ‘N.D.L.” duriog the past 
15 yeara. 

A special importance may be attached to the 
extraordinary basiness done by the “Lloyd” in 
the Mediterranean, where many branches are 
now established. More especially daring the 
last two epochs the traflic to ports on this sea 
has increased to an enormous extent, not only 
as the trade, bat above all for tourists. When, 
in the year 1856, the first Esst Asiatic and 
Australian Impérial postal steamers of the 
“Norddeatscher Lloyd,” which touch also at 
Genoa and Naples, passed through the Medi- 
terraneap, the necessity was felt to introduce » 
better and more regalar servics on these 
waters. More particularly there existed a feei- 
ing that a reliable service between these coun 
tries and America was absolately needed. I: 
order to sopply this want, the "N.D L.” started 
a new line of fast steamers Genoa-Gibraltar 
New York, in Ovtober, 1891, which soon 
proved a favourite line to the travelling pablio. 
The Marseilles-Naples-Alexandria line, opened 
in 1905, met with the same enthusiasm, as it 
proved to have excellent vessels as well asa 
most distingoished and well organised body of 
officers.

VENICE is a 5 hours’ jonrney by rail from 
Milan, and one of the niost delightful places 
imayinable to pass a q iet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn.
